BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS:

1- The Board approved the payment of invoice received from the Southern Interstate
Nuclear Board, in the amount of $3,927.00, to cover Maryland's share for the opera-
tion of the regional nuclear energy program from July 1, 1962 through June 30, 1963.
Although Maryland has not adopted the recommended Southern Interstate Nuclear Com-
pact, she has a vital interest in the work being conducted; and provisions have been
made for the RACNE States which have not yet enacted the Compact to have uninterrupt-
ed participation in the program through representation on a Special Committee of the
Board. Funds for this payment are available in Program 31 of the budget of the
Board of Public Works.

2- Mr. Rennie brought to the attention of the Board, General Item #l,-a recommen-
dation as follows: .

"The State has been awarded Federal Capital Contributions under the provisions
of Title 11 of the National Defense Student Education Act (Student Loans), as fol-
lows:

2- Mr. Backhaus advised the Board, through Item 1 of the agenda of the Department of
Public Improvements, that in accordance with the instructions of the Board at its meete
ing of June 11, 1962, that department pmceeded with the necessary investigatory work
leading to the necessary changes to the Electric Voting Equipment and the Public Address
System in the House of Delegates, in view of the passage of Chapter 1 of the Special
Session of the General Assembly held in May 1962, increasing the membership of the
Maryland House of Delegates by 19 members.

The Secretary reported to the Board on the proposed dredging in the Pocomoke
River. In 1945 the River and Harbor Act approved a preliminary examination and sur-
vey of the Pocomoke River, Maryland from Old Rock Buoy to Williams Point. On Novem-
ber 30, 1949 Governor Lane informed the Chief of Engineers, Department of the Army,
of the report of Dr. Joseph T. Singewald, Jr., Director of the Department of Geology,
Mines and Water Resources, commenting on the proposed project. Dr. Singewald urged
the State and local interests to give the required assurances so that the project
could be started. On August 18, 1949, the Commissioner of Tidewater Fisheries of
the Commonwealth of Virginia concurred in the recommendation of the Corps of Engin-
eers. All of this information, including the detailed reports and plans, may be
found in Document #486 of the 8lst Congress, 2nd Session, House of Representatives.

On July 6, 1962, the Deputy District Engineer for the U. S. Corps of Engineers
of the Baltimore District, informed the State that the President's Budget for fise
cal 1963 contained an item of $300,000.00 for initiating work to modify the existing
project for Pocomoke River. The modified project will provide for a channel ll-ft.
deep at mean low water and 150-ft. wide, from the ll-foot depth in Pocomoke Sound
to Tulls Point, thence 100 feet wide to deep water in Pocomoke River above Williams
Point, and for construction of a dike along the off-shore side of the channel be-
tween Tulls Point and the end of the existing dike. The River and Harbor Act of
September 3, 1954 authorized construction of the project with the condition that
local interests agree to:

a. provide without cost to the United States all lands, easements, rights-
of-way, and spoil-disposal areas necessary for the construction and subsequent
maintenance of the project, when and as required; and

be hold and save the United States free from damages, due to the construc-
tion and maintenance of the project, including such damage as may occur to public
or leased oyster beds.

The Secretary advised that he had consulted with the Department of Tidewater
Fisheries and the U, S. Corps of Engineers and reported that the Tidewater Fisher-
ies Commission recommends the project with the knowledge that at least two public
oyster bars, known as Kitts Creek East and Kitts Creek West, will be almost totally
destroyed. The Department of Tidewater Fisheries pointed out that one of the des-
ignated spoil disposal areas, just above the Maryland-Virginia Line in Pocomoke
Sount, will cover approximately 20,000 bushels of shells planted by that department
under the oyster propogation program.

Colonel Kelley said that he felt the plan of the Corps of Engineers could be
modified so that the shells just planted by the Department of Tidewater Fisheries
would not be in the middle of the spoil disposal area.

Mr. Manning said that the oysters on the two oyster bars that will be destroyed
could be moved prior to the time the dredging operation starts.

During the discussion of this proposed project, each of the men answered ques=
tions directed to them by the members of the Board.

At the conclusion of the discussion, the Board agreed to adopt a resolution
wherein the State of Maryland agrees to provide without cost to the United States
all lands, easements, rights-ofeway, and spoil-disposal areas necessary for the
construction and subsequent maintenance of the project, when and as required. The
resolution would also provide that the State of Maryland will hold and save the
United States free from damages, due to the construction and maintenance of the
project, including such damage as may occur to public or leased oyster beds. This
resolution is to be prepared by the State Law Department and then submitted to the
Board for approval and formal adoptione.

It was stated that in the original ordinance establishing the Mount Royal Plaza
Area, Lot 1l was designated for either residential or office building purposes, and
that at one time consideration had been given to the possible use of this Lot for
future expansion of the Baltimore State Office Building Complex. However, it now ap=
pears that there will be continuing delays before the structures on Lot 1l can be
removed, a factor which is holding up the return of this lot to the tax rolls of the
City of Baltimore.

After a discussion of the matter, the Board approved the request of the Baltie
more Urban Renewal and Housing Agency for agreement by the State for that agency to
redesignate the standards of usage of Lot No. 11, in order that the agency may pro=
ceed at an early date with authorization of office building facilities by private
redevelopers on this particular lot.
